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Early Wing Flap Retraction 
Blamed for Crash of Jetliner 


LONDON (UPI>—The crash 
of a British European Air­ 
ways (BE At Trident jetliner 
w h i c h killed 
118 persons 
shortly 
after 
takeoff 
from 
London’s 
Heathrow 
Airport 
was caused by premature re­ 
traction of its wing flaps. Ae­ 
rospace Minister Michael He- 
seltine said Monday. 
Heseltine told the British 
Parliament the plane’s elec­ 
tronic flight recorder showed 
..its wing flaps retracted while 
the 
three-engine 
craft was 
climbing under automatic pi­ 
lot less than two minutes af­ 
ter takeoff Sunday on a flight 
to Brussels. 


It was the worst airline dis­ 
aster in British history. 
Flaps extend from the lead­ 
ing and trailing edges of a 
plane’s wings during takeoff 
and landing to provide great­ 
er lift at relatively slow air­ 
speeds. 
Heseltine said the flight re­ 
corder showed the Trident’s 
pilot, 
Capt. 
Stanley 
Key, 
switched off the automatic pi­ 
lot and tried manual control 
in a vain attempt to save the 
plane when the flaps retracted. 
He 
said 
the 
plane 
had 
reached an altitude of 1,750 
feet and was climbing at a 
speed of 184 miles per hour 
w h e n 
“The 
leading 
edge 


droop (flap) mechanism start­ 
ed to retract and the aircraft 
entered a stalling regime.” 
The aerospace minister said 
experts calculated the plane 
would have had to have been 
traveling at 205 miles per 
hour to overcome the effects 
of the malfunctioning flap. 
Heseltine disputed aviation 
experts who conjectured the 
pilot may have brought on the 
stall by cutting back his eng­ 
ine power to meet anti-noise 
regulations. 
“ Indications were that any 
noise abatement 
procedures 
would have been completed at 
a lower altitude,” he said. 
Questioned on whether the 


plane’s assigned climbing pat­ 
tern 
endangered 
populated 
areas, Heseltine said takeoff 
and climbing routes vvere cho­ 
sen for safety and “This air- 
c r a f t 
w a s 
actually 
off 
course ’’ 
He said a public inquiry 
would be held soon to deal 
with other Questions arising 
from the crash. 
Almost 
immediately 
after 
the stall began, the Trident 
plummeted with a “very mar­ 
ked nose-up attitude,” Hesel- 
tine said. 
It plunged the last 500 feet 
at an angle of more than 60 
degrees and hit the ground al­ 
most flat, he said. 


John 
Moss, a 47-year-old 
storeroom keeper who saw 
the crash, said, “I whipped 
around quickly and saw- the 
plane dropping 
flat like a 
stone. 
T h e scheduled 55-minute 
flight was known as the “Euro­ 
crat Special" because of the 
numerous European Common 
Market officials who regular­ 
ly used it.

Supporters of measures on 
marijuana, the death penalty, 
coastline protection, farm la­ 
bor and highway patrolmen 
salaries 
submitted 
petition 
signatures in record numbers 
before the filing deadline mid­ 
night Monday. 
Facing a deadline 
them­ 
selves, the clerks must now 
check the petitions and weed 
out 
the 
invalid 
signatures. 
The clerks are required by 
law* to report June 29 how 
many s gnatures were valid. 
But Ed Arnold, a spokes­ 
man for the 
secretary of 
state’s office, said Monday 
the record crush of signatures 


“has crippled everybody” and 
cast serious doubt on whether 
the clerks can verify all the 
signatures by the deadline. 
In 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
alone about 2 million signa­ 
tures have been submitted, 
and the registrar has hired an 
extra 400 employes to count 
signatures on an around-the- 
clock basis. 
Arnold said the state may 
have to go to court to get an 
extension for the clerks. He 
also noted “ urgency” legisla­ 
tion by Sen. John Warmer, 
R-Glendale, now before the 
Senate that would give clerks 
another 30 days for valida­ 
tion. 
Of the 14 initiatives that 
backers are trying to get on 
the ballot, a measure restor­ 
ing the death penalty in Cali­ 
fornia appeared to be assured 
of a spot.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
federal judge ruled Monday 
that three of the Democratic 
party’s key reform rules Gov­ 
erning selection of national 
convention delegates were un­ 
constitutional, including two 
which required proportioning 
of state delegations by race, 
age and sex. 
The impact that U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge George L. Hart 
Jr.’s ruling might have on the 
party’s convention opening in 
Miami Beach on July 10 was 
unclear, but Democratic offi­ 
cials moved immediately to 
appeal. 
Hart ruled on a suit by Chi­ 
cago alderman Thomas E. 
Keane, one of 59 uncommitted 
delegates in the Illinois dele­ 
gation headed by Mayor Rich­ 
ard 
J. 
Daley of Chicago. 


Keane faced the possible loss 
of his position in the delega­ 
tion if the party’s Credentials 
Committee had upheld a chal­ 
lenge to the Daley slate. 
But Hart declared: 
"Nei­ 
t h e r 
individual 
delegates, 
groups or slates of delegates 
shall be barred from partic - 
pation in the 1972 Democratic 
National Convention because 
of the race, age or sex of in­ 
dividual delegates, groups of 
delegates or slates.” 
Two of the party reform 
rules which Hart struck down 
required proportioning of de­ 
legations to fairly represent 
women and minority group 
members. 
The third guideline which 
the judge rejected required 
all party members choosing 
delegations to be elected in 
the year ot the convention. 


ACLU Cheers Court 
Order on Wiretaps

A U.S. Supreme Court deci­ 
sion banning wiretaps without 
a court order has been hailed 
by the American Civil 
Li­ 
berties Union as a blow for 
constitutional freedoms. 


The ACLU said the high 
court in its 8-0 decision Mon­ 
day “ rejected 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s boldest claim of pow­ 
ers to intrude...” 
* * T h e 
government 
had 
claimed that in the undefined 
interests of national security 
it could engage in a vast, 
lengthy, unsupervised and un­ 
checked invasion of the priva­ 
cy of people having only the 
remotest link with anything in 
any way criminal or even 
wrong,” the ACLU said. “ In 
rejecting 
the 
government’s 
claim, the court has vindi­ 
cated 
the 
constitutional 
li­ 
berties of all Americans.” 
The court returned the rul­ 
ing in the case of Lawrence 
F. Plamondon, a member of 
the White Panther party, who 
was accused of the 1968 bom­ 
bing of an Ann Arbor, Mich., 
CIA office.

Plamondon’s attorney, Buck 
Davis of Detroit, said the de­ 
cision was of “historical sig­ 
nificance” but said it opened 
up an area of law “ I believe 
is exceedingly murky and one 
in which we would not expect 
to win many cases in the fu­ 
ture.” 
Davis said he and his client 
would not have known the 
evidence existed "if the gov­ 
ernment had not admitted it.” 
If the government “lies and 
tells us there is no wiretap 
evidence, we’re going to have 
no 
recourse 
because 
then 
we’re going to have to ask 
permission to search the files 
of the FBI and other super 
secret agencies,” Davis said. 
He said the agencies were not 
going to allow it. 
But San Francisco Attorney

While Humphrey 
softened 
his position on McGovern, the

that began 14 weeks ago in 
New Hampshire 
McGovern, who has surged 
ahead of 10 other candidates 
since 
March 
14, 
says 
he 
wants to win 200 of the 248 
delegates elected today, Ano­ 
ther 30 will be apportioned 
Saiurday on the bas s of the 
primary results. 
Although McGovern holds a 
comfortable lead with 1,100 
committed delegates to 400 
for second-place 
Humphrey, 
observers said a failure to get 
the two-thirds he is expecting

Convention beginning July 10. 
Wallace has been at Holy Cross since an assassination at­ 
tempt May 15 during a political rally on the eve of the Mar­ 
yland Democratic presidential primary. 
Elvm Stanton, a Wallace pres«: aide, said that the family and 
hi.-» supporters were “delighted” to learn that the bullet had 
not entered the spine. 
“There’s definitely optimism and a ray of hope,” Stanton 
said. 


Reagan, Staff Tie Into Budget

The administration spokesman said the governor’s analysis 
of the budget was speeded because Department of Finance 
experts worked during the weekend to prepare the document 
for Reagan’s signature. 
Reagan leaves July 2 on a tour of European countries as 
President Nixon’s representative. 
The governor has not .specified by how much he would pare 
down proposed spending w th “ item" vetoes but the cuts are 
expected to occur In state aid to local schools and in state 
employe and higher educ lion faculty salary increases.

Court: Brown Act Bans 
Secrecy in Local Govt. 
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For Pension 
Plans Asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Senate Labor subcommittee 
considers today a bill that 
would reform private pension 
plans to provide workers with 
an 
irrevocable 
vesting 
of 
benefits after 15 years em­ 
ployment. 
In his prepared opening re- 
marks, 
Sen. 
Harrison Wil­ 
liams said that the subcom­ 
mittee’s 
investigation 
has 
found “ that 
many 
private 
pension plan 
fail to make 
good on their promise of re­ 
tirement security. 
“ One worker after another 
has told us how the pension 
benefits he expected never 
materialized,” he said. 
Under its terms, workers 
would be entitled to 30 per 
cent of full pension benefits 
after eight years employment 
and receive an additional 10 
per cent a year for the ba­ 
lance of the 15-year period. 
This vesting requirement, 
however, would only be pro­ 
vided 
under 
new 
pension 
plans 
Present workers who 
enrolled 
under 
new 
plans 
would have to begin from 
scratch, despite their previous 
years of employment. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill prohibiting vivisection of 
vertebrate animals in public 
school experiments has failed 
in a second attempt to win 
Assembly approval. 
Last month, the bill was 
rejected. 34-14, but Assembly­ 
man John Stull, R-Leucadia, 
the floor snonsor, was granted 
reconsideration of the voté. 
The bill would have barred 
vivisection 
of 
vertebrate 
animals or painful experi­ 
ments involving such animals 
in public elementary or high 
schools. 
Stull told his colleagues that 
such experimentation leads to 
“ trauma” among school chil­ 
dren and a “ callous, indiffe­ 
rent attitude towards life. 
Assemblyman 
Robert 
E. 
Badham, R-Newport Beach, 
declared that Stull was mak­ 
ing an “ emotional plea for 
inane legislation” because of 
a “ few instances of frogs 
being mistreated.” 
At the time of the bill’s ini­ 
tial defeat, Stull said, “ I was 
told that in some cases mice 
are fried as part of an experi­ 
ment to see if they would 
move away from the source 
of heat.”

Mexican President Luis Eche- 
verria Alvarez Monday hailed 
understandings he reached in 
Washington as “a reborn good 
neighbor’ ’policy. 
Echeverria, coming to the 
end of his week-long official 
visit to the United States, ad­ 
dressed a cheering crowd of 
1,200 at a formal banquet hos­ 
ted by California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
About 
100 
demonstrators, 
mostly from Mexican-Ameri- 
can groups, picketed the Cen­ 
tury Plaza Hotel where the 
Mexican presidential party is 
staying, 
saying they 
were 
protesting the detention of 
“ political prisoners” in Me­ 
xico. 
Echeverria was apparently 
referring primarily to the 
U.S. decision to lower the sa- 


some of Mexico’s best cotton 
growing land. 
Echeverria’s reference to a 
“ reborn good neighbor pol­ 
icy” appeared to signal an 
improvement in relations be­ 
tween Mexico and the admin­ 
istration of President Nixon. 
B e f o r e and after Ech- 
everria’ 
speech, and during 
th e 
introduction 
by 
Rea­ 
gan — partly in labored and 
heavily accented Spanish—the 
crowd broke into cheers of 
“ Viva Mexico” and “Vis'e el 
présidente.” 
Echeverria 
praised 
the 


“ cordiality and friendliness” 
of his welcome in Los Ang­ 
eles, and said that “ in only a 
few days we have come to 
know the United States at 
greater depth.” 
The Mexican president was 
to spend today mainly on eco­ 
nomic matters, meeting with 
business leaders in the morn­ 
ing before addressing the Los 
Angeles World Affairs Coun­ 
cil. He is to be guest at a din­ 
ner tonight given by Mayor 
Sam Yorty, and is scheduled 
to fly home Wednesday morn­ 
ing.

MDS aids the 
cities in computing payrolls, 
police statistics and other n- 
nancial matters. Each city in 
turn agrees to provide a cer­ 
tain amount of money each 
year to finance the project. 
The MDS staff recently re-

to 
the 
joint 
powers 
board 
made 
up 
of 
repre­ 
sentatives of 11 cities, includ­ 
ing Montclair, that it had un­ 
der-estimated the start-up and 
equipment 
costs and 
would 
have to assess each city more 
money, 
A number of the cities are 
not using all the serve es of 
MDS, yet are paying a full 
share. 
Montclair it on»- 
of 
those i it u s. 
E arlier this y ear M ayor Hu 
roid Hayes voiced his objec­ 
tion to pay ing MDS tin* addi­ 
tional assessm ent, and again 
Monday night went on record 
as opposing the paym ent. He 
did agree that the city had in­

Presidential Vote 
No Real Choice? 


A recurrent criticism of the American political 


system, one which comes up at least every four 
years, is the charge that the selection of a president 
is nothing but a choice between Tweediedee and 
Tweedledum. 
The idea is that the two major parties are essen­ 
tially so similar in their philosophies and programs 
that it really doesn’t make much difference which 
one is in power. And that, it is alleged, is a bad 
thing. 
For a really meaningful election, runs the argu­ 
ment. the people should h ive a choice between two 
clearlv uiiferent philosophies and programs—and 
candidates. That, it is alleged, would be a good 
thing. 
Carried Jo its logical — actually, its illogical — 


extreme, this means that in every presidential elec­ 
tion Americans ought to be offered a choice between 
a right-wing fascist and a left-wing Communist 


This, of course, is ridiculous. In fact, a choice 


between two different brands of totalitarianism 
would itself be a case of Tweedledum and Tweed­ 
iedee. a “ choice” between two essentially similar evils. 
Vet we need onh recall the election of 1964 to 


realize that when Americans are indeed offered “ a 
choice, not an echo/’ they will choose the candidate 
who appears the more moderate, who stands closest 
to the political center. It is at its peril that a party 
nominates a candidate too far out of the mainstream. 
In 1 ub4. what to do about Vietnam was the over­ 
riding issue. Americans emphatically rejected the 
candidate who advocated a hard line and overwhelm­ 
ingly favored the candidate who promised no military 
involvement in Vietnam and a continued forging of a 
“ Great Society” of social progress at home. 
Never mind that the winner eventually adopted 


the very war policies that were discredited at the 
polls. Americans were given the appearance of a 
clear choice, and acting on that appearance they 
chose the moderate. 
There is an analogy in the astronomical phenome­ 
non of double stars, in which two bodies revolve 
around a common center of gravity al the same 
time as they influenc e each other. 
In politics, the center of gravity is the mass of 


people, and the major parties, if they would be ma­ 
jor and not maverick, splinter parties, cannot stray 
too far from the pull of that writer. 
It is true thai the center may change. In this 


century, the American political center has regist­ 
ered a slow' shift towards the left. But the “ law of 
political gravitation” still holds. 
It is also true that in a time ol deep national 


crisis, as in the Depression year of P132, the Ameri­ 
can people demand a man who offers them new 
directions and new hope. They do not want a 
Tweedledum when the policies of a Tweediedee 
have failed. 
Jt remains to lie seen whether 1972 is su< h a year. 


Mu<*h oi the momentum behind the leading con­ 
tender lor the Demo«•ratio nomination Si n. George 
McGovern, is said to be because of his different, if 
not radi< al approach to the w hole range of problems 
com renting the nation—ending the Vietnam war. re­ 
forming the tax laws, curing poverty* 
His « all for fundamental changes has supposedly 


struck a responsive chord in the hearts of many 
disillusioned, dissatisfied, bewildered Americans, 


but already McGovern is under pressure to mod­ 
erate his positions k-st he alienate not onh the po­ 
wers that be in his own party but large sections of 
the electorate. As this process develops, President 
Nixon also will feel pressure from some Republi­ 
cans to modiiy hi* programs to counteract the ap­ 
peal of his opponent. 
Both parties however, and both candidates, who­ 
ever they' may be, will be seeking out the center 
during tht' eh < tic n. toi the center is where the voles 
come from.

y o u r country?" 
For

enemies it was another oppor­ 
tunity to score the F.S.A. as 
a banana republic where the 
gun overrules the ballot box. 
Image Tarnished 
Not alone Vietnam but the 
rampant violence spilling into 
our political life has tarnished 
the image of America. The 
two Kennedy*?, Martin Luther 
King Jr., and now Wallace — 
it is a pattern without rhyme 
or reason 
other than 
the 
prevalence of marginal indivi­ 
duals, either fanatics or out 
of a subculture of fantasy and 
v i o l e n t exhibitionism, with 
ready access to the means of 
instant murder. 
Sen. Birch Bayh reported 
out of his subcommittee on 
juvenile delinquency a bill 
that would prohibit the sale of 
handguns other than those for 
“ sporting purposes.’* This last 
involves a complicated for­ 
mula to be determined by the 
Gun Control Division of the 
Treasury.

Governor 
George Wallace of Alabama 
has won six primaries.

Texas, for instance, awarded 
him 42 delegates, which is 
more than it gave any other 
prospective candidate.

Backing May Drift 
Currently, close friends of 
the Alabama governor say 
the prospect of support for 
Nixon by 
Wallace 
is 
"in­ 
conceivable ’’ But it is quite 
possible, of course, that W al­ 
lace's backing may drift away 
from the Democrats into a 
third party. 
This is the year in which 
the argument about "change" 
is going to be the most impor­ 
tant one of all. The voters 
will b* told that the executive 
branch ot the government can 
be run differently and that 
the proposed policies, briefly 
presented in the Democratic 
platform, will tell the citizens 
what a Demm ratic admin­ 
istration is going to do for 
them. 
The many complex ques­ 
tions of domestic and foreign 
policy will la* dealt with on 
the stump by the speakers. 
When the campaign has been 
concluded, the big question 
the voter will have to answer 
is: is this the time for a 
change?

Issue 
ensity Facing Walnut Again

WALNUT — The issue of 
density is about to rear its 
controversial head again in 
Walnut. 
Whether it will create ma­ 
jor explosions in city govern­ 
ment as it did last year is 
not known. 
However, a new residential 
p l a n n e d development ordi­ 
nance, said to be quite differ­ 
ent from the one turned down 
in a referendum June 
22, 
1971, will receive a final draft 
review by the Walnut Plann­ 
ing Commission 
Wednesday 
at 7:30 p.m. 


The commission is expected 
to okay the now RPD and set 
a date for a public hearing, 
probably July 5, before pas­ 
ting it on to the City Council 
for final approval. 
According to city officials 
the new' ordinance eliminates 
new apartment construction 
in f u t u r e Walnut devel­ 
opments by limiting maximum 
density to eight dwelling units 
per acre. 
Condominiums will be 
>1 
lowed in the new RP!), which 
smiles only on single-family 
dwellings as it limits density 
to a city-wide average ot 4.2 
units per acre. 


Almost a year ago voters 
tlocked to the polls for a refe­ 
rendum election in surprising 
numbers to ax the 1971 RPD 
which called for a full range 
of dwelling types, including 
multiple family units not to 
ext eed 15 units per acre. 
Political aftermath wras im­ 
mediate and long range. Ma- 
vor William Wentworth, dis­ 
appointed 
that 
voters 
had 
turned dowrn a development 
plan which city leaders had 
thought 
represented 
a 
fair 
compromise between low-and 
medium-density advocates, 
resigned from hts office for a 
brief time, then agreed to 


take back the gavel. 
Two of the most outspoken 
low-density proponents in that 
referendum 
campaign, 
Wil­ 
liam Cotten and Robert Love- 
mar, were appointed to a 
citizens committee to begin 
the formulation 
of 
a 
new 
RPD and then went on to win 
seats on the City Council in 
the April 11 election. 
Residents wTho are deter­ 
mined to retain for Walnut its 
rural atmosphere with mass 
acreages of open, 
undeve­ 
loped land 
apparently feel 
triumphant over the direction 
of 
city 
government 
these 
days. 


But not everyone is happy. 
There are many residents, in­ 
cluding Councilman Joe Dyer, 
who believe that Walnut is be­ 
coming stagnant for lack of 
housing 
diversification 
and 
commercial 
growth. 
And 
many residents find the tax 
load for schools in this bed­ 
room community almost, if 
not actually, unbearable. 
It was legally impossible 
for the council to adopt a new 
RPD, unless it was substan­ 
tially changed, for a period of 
one year after the referen­ 
dum. The citizens committee 
screened community feeling 
on the issue for almost six 


m o n t h s before submitting 
their findings to the planning 
commision for a new start. 
Another even older issue, 
dating back to 1969, also will 
come before the commission 
Wednesday night. 
A public hearing will be 
held to consider prezoning to 
heavy commercial use about 
half of some 49 acres which 
will be exchanged between 
Walnut and the city of West 
Covina along the realignment 
of boundary lines down the 
middle of the proposed exten­ 
sion of Nogales Road. 
The two cities have been 
negotiating the new boundary 


lines for three years since the 
builders of Woodside Village 
ran into the problem of a 
meandering boundary line at 
Walnut’s western extremity. 
Land in the area is mostly 
undeveloped and has for some 
time been considered desi­ 
rable for commercial zoning. 
However, many details had to

Cosell Protects Fans 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Howard Cosell says Congress 
should 
establish 
a 
federal 
commission to regulate sports 
with its first job a probe into 
the high price of tickets. 
Cosell, a sports commenta­ 
tor for the American Broad­ 
casting Co., 
also 
suggested 
Monday in an appearance be­ 
fore 
the 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee that there be no 
TV blackouts of major sport­ 
ing events. 
Cosell said the sports estab­ 
lishment had indicated that it 
needed some type of federal 
controls. 
“ I don’t buy the argument, 
‘Let them put their own house 
in 
order.’ 
They 
have 
evi­ 
denced a m assive desire not 
to do so.” 
Cosell appeared before the 
committee to give his views 
on a bill that would empower 
a new office within the Com­ 
merce Department to regu­ 
late 
professional 
sports 
in 
such 
areas 
as 
team 
fran- 
c h i s e s , player contracts, 
d r a f t i n g procedures, and 
game telecasts. 
Sen. Marlow Cook, R-Ky., 
the chief sponsor of the bill, 
chaired the hearings. 
But 
while Cosell 
testified 
that increased federal partici­ 


pation in sports activities was 
“a desirable thing,” he cau­ 
tioned against the government 
becoming involved in disputes 
over 
player 
contracts, 
the 
free agent draft, and the re­ 
serve clause. 
These 
areas, 
Cosell 
said, 
should 
be 
handled 
by 
the 
courts, through labor laws, or 
by new laws passed by Con­ 
gress. 
Jack 
Dolph, 
commissioner 
of the American Basketball 
Association, urged passage of 
the 
professional 
basketball 
merger 
bill 
pending 
before 
Congress. 
He said the Cook bill would 
not lead to an early solution 
of the ‘‘bidding war crisis” 
which 
he 
complained 
was 
‘‘destroying professional bas­ 
ketball and disrupting college 
basketball.” 
Dolph, who said the ABA 
clubs since 1967 have had an 
aggregate cash loss of about 
$20 million, gave one example 
of the amount of money spent 
by the teams for players. 
‘‘One ABA club signed an 
untried rookie to a five-year, 
no-cut 
contract, 
valued 
at 
$900,000, he said.” In addition, 
the contract provided that the 
p l a y e r receive 
a 
$50,000 
bonus, three Cadillacs over a 


five-year period, and a $2,000 
per year housing allowance. 
The player’s mother was also 
hired to work in the club’s 
Public Relations Department 
for 
an 
annual 
salary 
of 
$10,000.” 
Dolph 
expressed 
concern 
that “in the absence of mer­ 
ger, 
professional 
basketball 
as we know it today cannot 
survive long enough tor the 
controls which ... (the Cook 
bill) would authorize to be­ 
come operative.” 
The major difficulties fac­ 
ing 
professional 
basketball 
‘‘can be expected to disap­ 
pear” with the approval of 
the 
ABA 
and 
the 
National 
Basketball Association, Dolph 


said. 
Throughout testimony deliv­ 
ered without text, Cosell also 
a i m e d 
his 
criticism 
at 
sportswriters, 
municipally- 
built stadiums, and Pete Ro- 
zelle, 
commissioner 
of 
the 
National Football League. 
Cosell said Rozelte ‘‘some­ 
times distinguishes himslf as 
the closest thing to earth next 
to God,” but praised the NFL 
boss for his handling of the 
league and league telecasts. 
He said he believed 
that 
economic 
success 
in 
sports 
should depend on the free en­ 
terprise system: “ If you can’t 
produce a product ... accep­ 
table to the American public, 
then you go out of business.”

I have never heard a single player ever s/iy he felt the 
reserve clause should he eliminated completely».

Justice Harry A. Blackmun, who wrote the«opinion upholding 
the controversial clause, went baik and noted the suprem e 
Court had granted baseball antitrust exemption twice before* 
during the past »0 years. 
Blackmun made a spei tal point of 
aying this exemption 
“ rests on a recognition and an acceptant e «of b tseball’s unique 
characteristics and needs.” He also said fbe Court w'as reluc­ 
tant to overturn those earlier decisions “wfnen Congress, by its 
positive inaction, has allowed those deci sions to stand for so 
long and, far beyond mere inference and implication, has 
clearly evinced a desire not 
to disapprove them legisla­ 
tively.** 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger agreed with Blackmun’s 
ruling in an op nton of his own but said he had "grave reser­ 
vations.” He feels u is time Congress acds "to solve this prob­ 
lem .’* 
Naturally, Marvin Miller, the executive director of the Major

Flood

damage 
suit against the two major 
leagues on grounds of violat­ 
ing both federal and state an­ 
ti-trust laws, charging specifi­ 
cally that the reserve clause 
amounted to slavery. 


The baseball establishment, 
which was threatened by the 
possibility of overhauling its 
operations 
in 
dealing 
with 
players, was overjoyed at the 
decision. 


“ The determination of the 
Supreme Court is helpful to 
all of us in professional sports 
in that the court has clearly 
restated its views on a num­ 
ber of important sports m at­ 
ters,” 
said 
Baseball 
Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn. 


“ 1 think the decision is con­ 
structive 
in 
its 
recognition 
that baseball 
has developed 
its present structure in re­ 
liance on past court decisions. 
The decision opens the way 
for 
renewed collective 
bar­ 
gaining on the reserve system 
after the 1972 season. 1 am 
confident that the players and 
the clubs are in the best posi­ 
tion to determine for them­ 
selves what the form of the 
reserve system should be and 
that they will both take a 
most responsible view of their 
respective obligations to the 
public and to the game. 


• ' A n y desirable changes 
should be the product of mu­ 
tual agreement so that there 
will be assurance that all con­ 
cerned are prepared to live 
with and support the result.” 


American league president 
Joe Cronin said he was “very 
pleased” with the ruling. 


‘‘I haven’t had a chance to 
review the full opinion, but in 
my 47 years of experience in 
professional baseball, I never 
felt the terms of the uniform 
players’ contract or the as­ 
signment of my contract det­ 
racted from my human dig­ 
nity,” said Cronin a Hall of 
Fame shortstop. 


"The 
reserve clause 
pre­ 
serves the absolute integritv 
of the game, equalizes the 
competition and 
gives each 
club the opportunity to pro­ 
mote its very expensive play­ 
er development program.** 


Calvin 
Griffith, 
owner of 
the Minnesota Twins, and Boh 
Short, 
owner of the Texas 
Rangers, also expressed thetr 
satisfaction. 


"Of course w e’re delighted 
with the verdict,” said Griff­ 
ith, and Short said he was 
“overjoyed for baseball, not 
that Flood lost.” 


Flood

Marvin M iller,Executive Di­

Ali a Natural Boxer-and Actor, 


(First of Two Parts.) 
MUNICH, W e s t Germany 
(NEA) — “ May these Olympic 
Games prove a genuine feast of 
peace and may they contribute 
to promote the happiness of na­ 
tions, serve the welfare of all 
and hereby build a bridge upon 
which all nations may m eet.” 
Those are a ghost’s words 
that float down the imm acu­ 
late streets of ths city as it 
prepares to host 
the 
20th 
modem Olympic Games this 
August. They were spoken by 
Joseph Goebbels, the shrewd 
propagandist for Adolf Hit­ 
ler’s Nazi regime, In 1936, 
when the games were held in 
Berlin. 


And they create a troubling 
counterpoint now to the plain­ 
tive comments of the presi­ 
dent of the German Olympic 
Organizing Committee, Willi 
Daume: “ We know only too 
well what crimes have been 
committed 
in 
the 
German 
name and how many people 
in East and West have perso­ 
nally suffered. From this ex­ 
perience we drew the con­ 
clusion that 
these 
Olympic 
Games should be what they 
are supposed to be: the great 
meeting of the youth of the 
world, of the new hopefully 
enlightened 
generation 
and 
thus a small contribution to 


world peace.” 
Daume is only too aware of 
the 
melancholy 
burden 
of 
ugly memories the 
Munich 
Games will carry because he 
was a participant in the 1936 
Berlin Games—on the Ger­ 
man basketball team that was 
beaten 130-8 by the Americans 
in an exhibition. 
Hitler, using the Games to 
try to convince the world that 
three years of his rule had 
brought 
the 
millennium 
to 
Germany, underplayed noth­ 
ing. He built a 100,000-seat 
main stadium plus four other 
arenas that seated from 10,- 
000 to 20,000. He ordered Ber­ 
lin’s 
streets 
and 
buildings 
scrubbed clean. He had eggs— 
a scarce quantity — saved in 
cold storage for months before 
the games so visitors would not 
notice any shortage. And he 
even 
temporarily suspended 
the Nazis’ anti-Jewish relent­ 
less campaign. 
A Nazi newspaper told the 
German how they should act 
during the Games. “We must 
be more charming than the 
Parisians, 
more 
easy-going 
than the Viennese, more vi­ 
vacious 
than 
the 
Romans, 
more cosmopolitan than Lon­ 
don and more practical than 
New York.” 
T h e 
Nazis’ 
propaganda 


c a m p a i g n was successful, 
despite Hitler’s snub of Jesse 
Owens and the other black 
American track stars (“ the 
black auxiliaries,” the Ger­ 
man press called them), who 
were the Games’ outstanding 
performers. 
Even the president of the 
U . S . 
Olympic 
Committee, 
Avery Brundage, said shortly 
after the Games that “ no na­ 
tion since ancient Greece has 
captured 
the 
true Olympic 
spirit as has Germany.” 
It has been 36 years since 
the Berlin 
Games 
and 
27 
years since the end of World 
War II but that is not a long 
time in the life of a historical 
fact. 
Americans who come here 
still laugh uneasily as they 
joke, “Ve VILL haff a goot 
tim e,’’ and call Lufthansa Air­ 
lines “the Luftwaffe." They 
praise the Germans’ postwar 
recovery but they also slip 
quietly away, overcome by a 
guilty kind of curiosity, to visit 
the site of the Dachau con­ 
centration camp. 
And they 
find the Germans often living 
up to their brilliant-but-arro- 
gant stereotype. 
Phil 
Levens, 
field 
oper­ 
ations general manager for 
ABC 
television, has 
mixed 
emotions about the Germans 


after spending a sizable part 
of the last year here prepar­ 
ing for ABC’s coverage of the 
Games. 
“ Technically, 
they 
really 
know what 
they’re 
doing,” 
Levens says. “ But sometimes 
they’re a little hard to get 
along with. They want things 
done their way. Period.” 


There is also characteristi­ 
cally blunt symbolism in the 
fact that the Germans have 
plowed 
under 
nine 
million 
tons of rubble left by Allied 
bombing to make a hill that 
dominates the Olympic park. 
For they are methodically 
and, yes, with typical Ger­ 
man efficiency, trying to bury 
their warrior image. 


Brunhilde Dietrich, director 
of the corps of 1,500 multili­ 
ngual Olympic guides, sums 
up the attitude: “ We’re trying 
to show with the Olympics 
that we’re not the old Nazis 
any more, that we just want 
to live in peace. 
“ You can’t say, ‘I don’t like 
Norwegians, 
because 
they 
drink too much.’ That’s ridi- 
culous. And you can’t say, “ I 
don’t like Germans because 
of the w ar.’ That Is the kind 
of thinking we want to put an 
end to.”

At a news conference after 
the workout, Ali was asked 
how long he would continue to 
fight and he said:

She is a three- 
quarter sister to Talking Barb 
and a full sister in blood to 
Tommy Bruce. Talking Joey 
and a lot of good ones. She 
just worked 
from the gate 
and she’s about three weeks 
away from a race. I think she 
and City Dude will be very 
nice horses. 
“ I really have a preference 
for fillies.” Joe continues. “ I 
rubbed a lot of them for Ron, 
including Luz Del Sol, Talking 
Barb, Seagoing Barb.

Joe’s biggest goal now that 
his first w-inner is history? 
“ To have a real top filly,” 
he answers kuickly. “ I want a 
filly who can take anybody 
on.” 
It’s not often you encounter 
a geophysicist on the back 
stretch of a race track, but 
when you do, you wonder if he 
l e a r n e d anything pursuing 
that career which applies to 
race horses. 
“ No, not really,” he an­ 
swers, ‘‘but in school 1 played 
basketball and participated in 
track. I apply what I learned 
in those sports to my horses. 
If nothing else, sports taught 
me that, like athletes, each 
horse is an individual and he 
has to be treated and trained 
differently. 1 train the three I 
have at Hollywood Park as 
differently 
as you 
possibly 
could. That’s what horses de­ 
mand.” 
And 
by 
the 
manner 
in 
which Joe Shell conducts his 
business, it is rather obvious 
he is ready to meet those de­ 
mands.

DEAR DR. LAMB-On a

television show they demon­ 


strated how eggshells could 


be pulverized in liquid drinks 
in a blender. 1 haven’t tried it 
yet. but wondered about the 
possibility of cholesterol in 
the eggshells. 1 am glad to 
hear about the calcium. 
I 
hadn't thought of that and 1 
* could use more as 1 seem to 
have 
difticulty 
in 
getting 
enough milk into me. We use 
nonfat milk and occasionally 
buttermilk and have tried to 
cut down our choesterol in­ 
take in other ways. 
Dear Reader — No. there is 
no choesterol in the eggshells 
and if you like the particular 
drinks described I can’t see 
any harm in using them to 
provide a source of calcium. 
Also there is no cholesterol in 
egg white and it is an excel­ 
lent source of protein 
for 
cooking. I strongly support 


the use of egg whites in the 


diet as a good, cheap source 


of protein. It is only the egg 


yolk that people are con­ 
cerned about in terms of ei­ 
ther cholesterol or fat con­ 
tent. If you want to cut down 
on the cholesterol intake you 
can use a lot of recipes that 
calf for a whole egg by mod­ 
ifying them and using two 
egg whites rather than one 
whole egg. 
I 
thoroughly 
approve 
of 
your using nonfat milk pow- ; 
der for cooking and other j 
nonfat 
milk 
products. 
Al­ 
though it is true that milk has 
some cholesterol it is not a 
high cholesterol food. The big 
concern about whole milk is 
the relatively large amount of 
saturated fat it contains. Sat­ 
urated fat seems to stimulate 
the body to produce choleste­ 
rol in th? body itself which in 
turn leads to the formation of 


fatty deposits in the arteries. 


You should be just as con­ 


cerned about saturated fats 


from other sources besides 
milk.

shocked 
recently to hear one of our 
self-appointed grand poooahs 
of nutrit on explaining on a 
national TV show that skim 
milk was harmful 
because 


you need the milk fat to ab­ 


sorb vitamin A from the di­ 
gestive tract. That theory is 


World War I vintage. Anyone 
who knows anything about 
nutrition knows that there are 
so many other sources of fat 
in the diet besides milK that 
it 
is almost impossible to 
have a fat free diet that 
would prevent absorption of 


Vitamin A. 
I am particularly pleased, 
however, at the great strides 
that lane segments of the 
dairy industry have made an 
providing useful low fat or 
nonfat milk products such as 
the excellent nonfat dry milk 
powders that are available, 
the uncreamed cottage cheese 
or low fat cottage cheese and 
the low fat milk or some of 
the fortified skim milk pro­ 
ducts.
